The compounds of the present application are different from those claimed in D1 , due to 
the amino group which is attached to ring A in 4-position via a single carbon atom. The 
structurally closest examples of D1 are compounds in which the phenyl group is 
substituted in 4-position by an ethoxy group which is substituted in 2-position by an amino 
group. The comparative tests on page 48 of the present application show that the 
compounds of the present application have a higher IKK-2 activity than the structurally 
closest compounds of D1 . Since this higher activity could not have been expected from 
D1 , the compounds of the present application are inventive. 

For the assessment of the present claim 1 5 on the question whether they are industrially 
applicable, no unified criteria exist in the PCT Contracting States. The patentability can 
also be dependent upon the formulation of the claims. The EPO, for example, does not 
recognize as industrially applicable the subject-matter of claims to the use of a compound 
in medical treatment, but may allow, however, claims to a known compound for first use in 
medical treatment and the use of such a compound for the manufacture of a medicament 
for a new medical treatment. 
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
